of the Central Reoords Section*

parties complete information on your activities, and you are to be 
complimented for your sincere efforts in this respect* However, 

In the future, in order to avoid oriticism for this praotiee, please 
forward sill your oopies to this office and mark them for the attention 
of those people you want to receive them* We will insure here that 
they are properly distributed*
